To Comrade Ivan Philipovich Ivanov: 
Of course you are right, Comrade 
Ivanov, and your ideological oppo- 
nents, Comrades Urozhenko and Ka- 
zelkov, are wrong. 
And for the following reasons: 


Undoubtedly the question of the 
victory of Socialism in one country, 
in this case of our country, has two 
different sides. 

The first side of the question of the 
victory of Socialism in our country 
embraces the problem of the mutual 
relations between the classes in our 
country.

There is rejoicing today in the home of 
every big employer whose fortune fattens 
on the misery and disease of child labor. 

For the third time in four years, the 
New York State Assembly has rejected the 
Federal Child Labor Amendment. 


Knuckling before the pressure of the em- 
ployers, 67 of the 85 Republicans and 40 of 
the 61 Democrats turned thumbs down on 
the move to bring the children out of the na- 
tion’s sweatshops. The failure of Governor 
Lehman to urge ratification of the amend- 
ment in his message this year, certainly con- 
tributed to the measure’s defeat. 

The floor fight for approval of the amend- 
ment was carried on by the little band of 
American Laborites and by Oscar Garcia 


Rivera who was sent to Albany by a people's 


front in Lower Harlem. 


The outrageous action of the majority of 
the Republican and Tammany-Democrat As- 
semblymen bears out perfectly the recent 
warning of the State Committee of the Com- 
munist Party. The Party declared that reac- 
tionaFy leaders of both old parties were in- 
troducing certain progressive measures only 
to build up a “progressive record,” and that 
meanwhile they would knife these measures 
behind the closed doors of their committees.
